DISCONTENT IN TH E CORN BELT 


W estern politicians would be 
less 


thfan hum an if they did not seek 
to 
make political capital out of the stea­ 
dy decline in grai n prices, and ptir- 
licularly in the price of corn, during 
recent months. 
The prices of farm 
products as a whole are not getting 
ut of line with the general price lev­ 
el to the extent th at they were from 
1921 
to 
1924, but 
they have been 
gradually receding since m idsummer. 
The drop in prices of grains is due 
•to the larg er supply. 
L ast year the 
corn crop was short; this year there 
s a bum per 
yield 
of 
3,000,000,000 
bushels. 
The result is seen in a de­ 
cline of 52 cents a bushel since last 
January. The high prices of last year 
enabled the farm ers of the corn belt 
to liquidate their back debts, but also 
ltd to overproduction this year, with 
’he inevitable decline in m arket val-1 
uos. 
While th e 
corn-belt 
farm ers, 
.herefore, are not so prosperous and 
contented as 
is 
sometimes stated, 
their plight is not desperate so long 
as corn sells around its present level, 
above 80 cents 
a 
bushel. 
Reports 
that they are about to vent th e ir dis­ 
satisfaction in 
a political 
upheaval 
should be discounted. 
It should be noted here that ovet 
four-fifths of the corn crop is consum ­ 
ed on the Harms 
that 
pproduced it, 
and that the farm er has the option of 
ed on the 
farm s 
th at prolueed 
it, 
iinto m eat by feeding. 
The present 
high price 
of 
hogs 
makes feeding 
w»2th cheap 
corn 
pi'ofitable.— Post- 
Dispatch.

Contrary to a widely current be­ 
lief, bean and p ea weevils do not de 
veiop sp ontaneously from the germ of 
the seed. As the bean and p ea p ods 
grow, the m other weevil, which flies

fested seed are kep t to the growing 
crop In the field, lay s eggs either on 
the outside of the p ods or within them.

In ad­ 
dition to this is required an 0 to 5- 
inilliunmieter which may be one that 
you are using for some other purpose 
or specially bought. 
The layout of the parts is left to the 
builder. 
I might suggest thut you 
place the meters face up. 
It can he 
wired with regular bus wire. 
To operate connect up the batteries 
as 
designated 
and 
Insert 
tube 
in 
socket. 
A reading will he shown on 
the milliainmeter. When the poten­ 
tiometer is thrown to one side you will 
get the minimum reading and to the 
other you will get the maximum.— 
Philadelphia Record. 


Care in Placing Tubes 
When you place the tubes in the 
sockets, he careful ho v yo-i hi tulle 
them. 
Many tubes have been injured 
by rough usage. 
The tubes will not 
stand the rough treatm ent given them 
by tnuny fans. The tips are sometimes 
broken and thus make poor contacts. 
Do not take the tubes out of the sock­ 
ets any more than la absolutely nec­ 
essary.
